NEW YORK UU — A tentative 
agreement was reached early to­ 
day between Western Electric Co. 
and 17,000 CIO telephone equip­ 
ment installers to end a nation­ 
wide walkout which started two 
days ago.

There was no further comment 
from the union or management. 
The CW A struck Thursday in 44 
states and the District of Columbia 
in a dispute over wages, grievance 
machinery, and provisions cover­ 
ing the transfer of employes.

The CW A contract with Western

The CWA has demanded a six- 
to-eight-cent an hour pay boost, 
while the company has offered four 
to seven cents. 
Current pay averages $1.86 an 
hour. 
There was no immediate effect 
on phone service and, with 80 per 
cent of the nation’s phones on the 
dial system, the full impact of a 
long strike would not have been 
felt by home and office telephone 
users for some time. 
But some 300,000 phone opera­ 
tors are members of the CWA,

The Manufacturers Light A Heat 
Co. Friday asked the Ohio Public 
Utilities Commission at Columbus 
to reconsider its decision that took 
away a SI.205.000 gas rate increase 
it previously had granted. 
The company filed an applica­ 
tion for a rehearing on gas rates 
to its customers in Eastern Ohio, 
including Steubenville and E a s t 
Liverpool. 
The application signed by Atty. 
Albert M. Calland says the order 
is “arbitrary and unsupported by 
any evidence in the record.” 
The company claims it lost $696.- 
000 on its Ohio service in 1952 and 
the rate increase was necessary to 
finance

construction program 
necessary to p r o v i d e adequate 
service. 
The commission granted the tem­ 
porary emergency rate 
increase 
and later held a hearing to deter­ 
mine whether the financial emer­ 
gency still existed. It decided it 
did not. 
An application for a permanent 
increase still is pending.

Probe Launched

UTICA, N. Y. WV—A special Air 
Force team today spearheaded an 
investigation of the wreckage of a 
jet fighter plane that crashed into 
a hamlet crossroads near here yes­ 
terday and killed four persons on 
the ground.

In War Mass Murder 
METZ, France 0?)—Six former 
warders of a Nazi horror camp 
were condemned to death by a 
French military tribunal last night 
for the mass murder of 3,000 in­ 
mates. Prison sentences ranging 
up to life were meted out to 84 
others. 
The defendants were accused of 
causing the mass deaths at the 
wartime camp in Struthof, eastern 
France, which operated both a gas 
chamber and a human incinerator.

Treasury Department 
Experts Satisfied 
Despite Some Losses 


WASHINGTON JO — President 
Eisenhower was a big step closer 
to a s u b s t a n t i a l victory on 1954 tax 
legislation today after overwhelm­ 
ing Senate approval of his general 
tax overhaul bill. 
Treasury 
Department 
experts 
who have been battling for the ad­ 
ministration’s tax 
viewpoint be­ 
fore Congress for months told a 
newsman they were well satisfied 
with the Senate action despite some 
setbacks. 
The Senate passed the bill 63 to 9 
yesterday after five days of often 
heated debate and two months 
work on the 875-page measure by 
the 
Senate 
Finance Committee, 
which wrote 430 pages of amend­ 
ments. The complicated legislation 
is the first general revision of the 
maze of federal tax laws since 
1876. 
Included in the Senate bill, as in 
the version already okayed by the 
House, were nearly all the relief 
provisions sought by the adminis­ 
tration. In 
addition, 
the Senate 
beat back four separate attempts 
to add a general income tax cut 
to the bill. strongly opposed by the 
Treasury because of the heavy loss 
of revenue involved. 
The conference between the Sen- 
at and House on their somewhat 
differing measures probably will 
get under way July 12 after the 
j staff experts have had time to pre­ 
pare line-by-line comparisons. 
As passed by the Senate, the bill 
1 contains various tax cuts for corpo­ 
rations 
and 
individuals 
totaling 
some $1,300, (KH), OOO in 
the 
next 
year. The House version embodies 
a $1,400,000,000 reduction. 
The cost to the Treasury would 
be largely offset the first year by 
a provision extending the 52 per 
cent corporation rate to April I, 
1955. rather than letting it drop to 
47 per cent. This would yield an 
extra $1,200,000,000. 
The major change made by the 
Senate, a n d the issue likely to 
cause the biggest fight in confer­ 
ence, was to knock out of the bill 
most of the proposed relief to 
stockholders on dividend income. 
The Senate left in the bill only 
the $50 exemption of such income 
from taxation.

For Future Pondering 
The end of food rationing in Britain on July 
3, after 14 years and 4 months, has given our 
English-speaking allies a kind of Independence 
Day of their own this long holiday weekend. 
But there is something about British food ra­ 
tioning, which first went into effect in January 
1940 and was clamped on tight by the follow­ 
ing summer when Germany tried its unsuccess­ 
ful blitz, that continues to be puzzling. 


British medical authorities contend that Brit­ 
ish health improved visibly and impressively 
under austerity conditions that impressed vis­ 
iting Americans as something less than mini­ 
mum subsistence. 
This was a great help to governing officials, 
who were always being forced to rationalize 
orders whereby the British food supply w a s 
stretched out further than anyone had believed 
would be possible. At its wartime low point in 
the spring of 1941, the meat ration was down to 
the equivalent of 20 cents’ worth a week in a 
country where buying power is only a fraction 
of American buying power. 
After the war was over, the meat ration went 
still lower — to 14 cents’ worth of red meat, 
plus less than four cents’ worth of corned beef. 
At one time or another during the war years 
and afterward everything edible was on the ra­ 
tion list. Americans would have starved on 
such a meager diet. They took pity on their 
British friends by sending them packages of 
food. When they visited in Britain, they took 
along extra supplies to eke out the subsistence 
diet of their hosts. Yet, medical authorities 
say the effects on the British were good, not 
bad. 
It is something to ponder the next time 
someone starts to talk about Americans who 
are underfed. 


The Turnpike Era 
Long before the end of the century, if turn­ 
pikes continue to be built at the present rate, 
a motorist can cross the United States in any 
direction on a superhighway. He will encounter 
no oncoming vehicles on divided traffic lanes. 
He will be bogged down in no city traffic con­ 
gestion. The time is within imagining distance 
when the first nonstop auto trip from New 
York to San Francisco will be made. 
This will be made possible by the revival of 
the toll - road method of paying for construc­ 
tion and upkeep of highways. The bulk of the 
tolls will be derived from commercial vehicles. 
Their owners are the most enthusiastic users of 
existing turnpikes. They cannot afford to waste 
time, fuel and upkeep on free roads when 
more efficient toll roads more than pay for 
the cost of using them. Yet the commercial 
users already have paid for the use of the free 
roads. 
The original 160 - mile section of the Penn­ 
sylvania Turnpike was opened to use in 1940. 
The turnpike era is less than 15 years old. 
By 1956, a motorist can expect to drive from 
New York to Chicago, or from Chicago to Flor­ 
ida on limited access roads. 
The prospect is something to think about 
when state authorities ask for special taxes to 
pay for public roads and when special interests 
—chiefly the truck industry — charge that such 
taxes are grossly unfair. 
What is the difference between paying spe­ 
cial taxes to build better public roads and pay­ 
ing tolls for the use of limited access roads? 
Why is the camel swallowed so easily when 
the gnat is strained at so vociferously? 


A Time Not To Fight 
Defense tactics in the vital rice delta of the 
Red River in Indochina are being challenged 
by critics who charge the defenders are unwill­ 
ing to fight. 
There is no logic in fighting battles that al­ 
ready are lost. As far as French military plan­ 
ning in Indochina is concerned, one Dien Bien 
Phu is enough. 
The military forces arrayed against the gov­ 
ernment in Indochina have the advantage. The 
governments which are sponsoring them on the 
scene and in the time-marking negotiations at 
Geneva have the advantage. 
The military forces that tried to overthrow 
the republic of Korea also had the advantage; 
they had the initiative, and they had geog­ 
raphy in their favor. But they did not conquer 
the republic of Korea. They were fought to a 
standstill. To make sure they do not try any­ 
thing again, a quarter of a million U.S. troops 
are being kept on a four-hour alert in south­ 
ern Korea. 
There is a time not to fight. This sometimes 
is lost sight of during periods of preoccupation 
with decisions about fighting. There is a phil­ 
osophy about war as well as a tactical code. 
In the struggle to keep the Communist con­ 
spiracy from dominating all of Asia, there will 
be many occasions for falling back. The de­ 
fense tactics in the Red River delta may be 
one of these occasions. 
This is a war that may go on for a genera­ 
tion.

It was celebrated before anyone 
ever thought of an automobile; it 
was celebrated before there was 
a good road in this country, be­ 
fore there were any state-designat­ 
ed picnic areas to litter with paper 
and cartons and all the debris of 
a good time, including broken bot­ 
tles. 


IT WAS celebrated as a holy 
birthday, as the day on which a 
new nation was conceived in liber­ 
ty and dedicated to the propos­ 
ition that all men are created 
equal. 
It was on a hot day in July, in 
the city of Philadelphia, dedicated 
to peace, that a small group of 
brave men met to issue a procla­ 
mation, 
written 
principally 
by 
Thomas Jefferson oi Virginia, phil­ 
osopher, engineer, statesman, one 
day to become president of the 
United States. 
It was a most unusual document, 
for whereas when revolutions are 
announced, the revolutionists de­ 
nounce those in power and promise 
the masses land, food, wealth — 
whatever it is that men crave — 
Jefferson set forth a philosophy of 
politics and of life as the reason 
for revolution. 
I write this in the town of Sand­ 
isfield in Massachusetts on a farm 
that borders 
on 
the 
trail 
that 
“Gentleman” 
Johnny 
Burgoyne 
took when he fought Indians. It 
was on the road where General 
Henry Knox cut through the for­ 
est as he brought the artillery from 
Ticonderoga to Cambridge. It is a 
few miles from King Philip’s en­ 
campment where he laid siege to 
the settlers in Hartford and Spring- 


' field. It is a few miles from where 
Shay’s Rebellion took place on the 
eve of Washington s administra­ 
tion. 


IT IS A GOOD place to sit and 
think about the Fourth of July, of 
the birth of a nation and of the 
wondrous preamble which every 
child of my generation was re­ 
quired to memorize until it re­ 
mained in the mind jike something 
living that moved and demanded 
^notice. "When in the course of 
human events. . 
Yes. children, you are told that 
to memorize is unnecessary, that 
you need only to know about things 
and to understand them. But in 
1917. I was in Petrograd on that 
October day when early in the 
morning the sailors came up the 
Neva, firing their guns and pro­ 
claiming a new day. They would 
give the peasants and workers 
land, peace and bread. 
“When in the course of human 
events. . 
shouted at me in Jef­ 
ferson’s words; 
“We hold these truths to be self­ 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by 
their Creator with certain unalien­ 
able rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit of 
Happiness. That to secure these 
rights, governments are instituted 
among men. deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the 
governed That whenever any form 
of government becomes destruc­ 
tive of tlWse ends, it is the right 
of the people to alter or to abolish 
it, and to institute new govern­ 
ment, laying its foundation on such 
principles and organizing its pow­ 
ers in such form, as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect 
their safety and happiness. .

French Deny Deal To Admit Red China 


By David Lawrence 


The smallest independent state 
in the world is Vatican City, which 
has an area of 106.7 acres. 


Uneasiness over what’s going on 
in Indochina seems to be increas­ 
ing as suspicions are voiced here 
that maybe there is a deal on be­ 
tween France and Red China con­ 
cerning the evacuation of certain 
areas in southeast Asia. 
Also rather vehement speeches 
have j u s t been made by Sen. 
Knowland, majority leader, and by 
Sen. 
McCarran denouncing 
any 
idea of admission of Red China in­ 
to the U.N., which they suspect 
may be part of a deal involving 
French support for that step in ex­ 
change for ’petter terms for France 
in Indochina. 
Both hypotheses are declared by 
French officials in Washington to 
be baseless. As one of them ex­ 
plained it. why would any French 
general withdraw his troops be­ 
fore an armistice is signed, espe­ 
cially when negotiations at Geneva 
between the military men and the 
diplomats have by no means been 
concluded? 
It was stated that obviously the 
withdrawal from certain parts of 
the rich delta area by the French 
is a strategic retreat and means 
only that a 
narrower perimeter 
will be established that 
can 
be 
more readily defended hereafter. 


THE SITUATION is by no means 
stabilized. On the contrary, it pre­ 
sents possible complications for the 
United States and Great Britain. 
If the French find themselves un­ 
able to defend the area to which 
they have retreated and if they 
feel compelled later to accept ad­ 
verse terms in an armistice, the 
Paris government undoubtedly will 
once more ask for American and 
British military aid before resign­ 
ing itself to the acceptance of the 
Communist proposals. 
In other words. America a n d 
Britain may have to share in part 
and blame for the debacle. 
Tlfere is some dispute as to what 
really 
has 
happened 
in 
recent 
months between the United States 
and France with reference to offi­ 
cial discussion of military inter­ 
vention. 
The State Department’s version 
is that the French government nev­ 
er formally asked for aid and that 
the United States outlined the con­ 
ditions for such aid which, in ef- 
effect. called for an internationaliz­ 
ing of the war in Indochina and for 
a vote of confirmation by t h e 


French Parliament as well as writ­ 
ten requests by the governments 
involved that America come in. 
The French version is that no 
government can ask formally for 
aid or promise an action by parlia­ 
ment, that the meaning of t h e 
French diplomats who presented 
the matter informally w’as unmis­ 
takably clear and that the condi­ 
tions set forth by the United States 
were unacceptable. 


SOME DAY when a “ w’hite pa­ 
per” is issued on the subject, it 
will be interesting to examine the 
documents on both sides and see 
what led to the misunderstandings. 
As for the military withdrawal, 
this, it is authoritatively declared 
by French spokesmen, was decid­ 
ed upon several wreeks ago when 
Gen. Ely flew to Indochina on a 
special mission and that what’s 
happening now is a consummation 
of the program adopted by the 
Lamel - Bidault government at 
Paris in May. 
The issue of admission of Red 
China to the United Nations is not 
one that the French would raise, 
because they know how sensitive 
the American government is on 
that subject. Rather it is suggested 
that revival of the discussion now 
is a result of the Churchill-Eisen- 
hower talks which some British 
newspapers have linked with the 
possibility of a change in the Wash­ 
ington government's attitude. There 
is no change coming. 
Republicans as well as Demo­ 


crats 
in 
Congress 
are 
united 
against admission of Red China in­ 
to the U. N. If any government on 
the Allied side in Europe wants to 
press for admission for Red China 
and succeeds in persuading t h e 
Security Council to replace Nation­ 
alist China w’ith Communist Chi­ 
na, the end result will be action 
by Congress withdrawing from fur­ 
ther participation by the United 
States in the U.N. 


EUROPEAN 
GOVERNMENTS 
which may be anxious to placate 
Red China might better consider 
whether it is worth while to swap 
a Communist membership for an 
American membership. 
Nothing could contribute more 
bitterness to a political controversy 
inside the United States — and it 
could affect appropriations for for­ 
eign aid and for policies in gen­ 
eral — than a decision by our al­ 
lies to take Red China to their 
bosoms notwithstanding the 140.000 
casualties in Korea and the per­ 
sistent refusal of the Communists 
to recede in the 
slightest form 
their course of aggression. 
It would indeed be the beginning 
of the end of such prestige as the 
U.N. retains in America. 
The best information available in 
Washington is that no government 
in Europe among our allies is se­ 
riously considering any such step 
at this time. It certainly can hard­ 
ly have any connection with what’s 
happening in the negotiation of an 
armistice in Indochina.

Client — Whadda>a mean somebody might 
hear:* My arrest has been played up big in the 
newspapers and I ve been put in a bad light I 
want my side in the news. 
Lawyer — I m afraid it might influence the 
judge and prevent a fair trial. 
Client — One of us must be nuts 
I want a 
fair trial, of course, but first of all I want to 
**t set right with my relatives and friends 
Lawyer — Sorry, but I can't be a party to 
any complete presentation of your story m the 
public press 
It s UNETHICAL, mv bor. UN­ 
ETHICAL’ 
Client — What happens to you for being un­ 
ethical* 
Lawyer — I can get disbarred or suspended 
for any press statement. 
Client —- Disbarred: Suspended’ Listen, mis­ 
ter. I can get 20 years in the hoosegow for 
the lack of a press statement. Something's 
screwy here 
Lawyer — The Bar Association has spoken 
There mustn’t be a word of publicity. 
Client — Do you realize what that can do to 
my future** 
Lawyer — Brother, do you realize what it can 
do to MINE’ 


We can't get too excited about the Bar As­ 
sociation code. Lawyers from the beginning of 
time have been better than fair hands as pub­ 
licity seekers. The importance of getting their 
names on the front pages has never been mini­ 
mized by them. 
To get anywhere in his profession, as in most 
others, an attorney ha* to make a name for 
himself. And it is not made by putting a “DO 
NOT DISTURB ' sign on the office door when 
the press is knocking, or by issuing statements 
by smoke signal and hiding a light under a 
bushel. “Gangway, buster!” is the slogan of 
many a mouthpiece facing opposition when he 
told the newspaperman are waiting Name 25 
famous attorneys and we will name at least 20 
who got there by playing ball with the public 
and the press, and by realizing that a lawyer s 
picture on the first page is pretty wonderful. 
How many judges do you know (and we mean 
even on the top courts > who have always said. 
“Beat it! I don’t want my client or myself in 
the newspapers.” Plenty of them are there be­ 
cause they knew the value of publicity and 
never doubted that the public had a right to get 
into the act. 
Suspend and disbar the counsellors who play 
ball with the press of America? 
Wanna bet? 
Comment on the eclipse of the sun; “ It was 
better under the Democrats.”

Physically Handicapped 
Have More Ohio Jobs 
CLEVELAND UP) — Employment 
of physically handicapped persons 
has increased ten-fold in Ohio since 
1941, H. Paul Messmer, director of 
selective placement and 
counsel­ 
ing of the Ohio State Employment 
Bureau, said. 
Prejudice of employers is one of 
the biggest barriers against find­ 
ing jobs for the handicapped. Mes­ 
smer said. 
“ Many times it is necessary to 
inform, educate and convince em­ 
ployers that physically handicap­ 
ped workers can and do make good 
employes,” he added. 
During downturns that have oc­ 
curred in employment since World 
War II. successfully placed handi­ 
capped persons have held t h e i r 
jobs as well or better than the non­ 
handicapped, Messmer said.
